EDS. REPUBLICAN:—lu response to the 


published request of a number of gentle- 
nen, that I would undertake the work 
of raising funds for the renewal of the 
looks in our Public Library, I will say 
hat, as I have always pledged myself to 
work, whenever or wherever called upon 
'or that institution, I will accede to their 
request and take up the work as a sacred 
duty. But when I undertake thiswoik, 1 
wish to explain that I shall not ask for 
such contributions as I would for an ob- 
ject that required constant or yearly 
renewals of gifts. 
The Library must be 


replenished, as we would build a church, 
by large subscriptions, which will not 
need renewal for years. 
It has been 


about fifteen years since the first (and 
last) subscription for this purpose was 
made, and if a sufficient amount is raised 
now to put the Library upon a basis com- 
mensurate with the demands of its four 
thousand patrons, another need not be 
called for in a-other fifteen years; and 1 
shall ask that this consideration shal 
influence the amount of each individual 
subscription.
